Say Experiments 3Itnn Llttle
Air service nttnche take the ground

that experiments with gliders mean
little te the United States, except In

r ns they may point te possible
Improvements In the lines nnd general
construction of plnne (.urfnees. It Is
pointed out thnt the Gcrmnns, far

hend of the rest of (he world In this
jeld, must develop the glider te the
point where it will net only remain in
the nlr for nn Indefinite period of time,
but may be controlled nt te hpeed nnd
direction nnd carry heights such as
bombs. This is the military viewpoint.
The value of the glider for commercial

'purposes, nsMimlng Its further per-
fection, is emitted from consideration.

As nlr specialists here see it, the
glider possesses two distinct ndvnntnges
ever the power piano new in general
use. These are, first, the fact that it
can remain in the nir without n meter,
and, second thnt a moterless plane, if
one could he developed that would re-
main in the nir ns long ns desired, would
be capable of flights around the world.
It lias net yet been demonstrated, how-
ever, according te authorities here, that
the glider's course can be se directed
is te make it of practicable value ex-
cept for local observation purposes.

It is already npparent that the Ger-
mans surpass the aeronautical experts
of ether nations In their knowledge of
this subject, it Is declared here, Ameri-
can air experts, for example, having un-
limited mechanical resources nt their
command, have specialized hi the de-
velopment of a meter te pull the plane
through the nlr, with the result that tin
Improved liberty meter is regarded as
the best in the world. The Germans,
en the ether hand, possessing what Is
described as only a "fair" meter, are
leading the world in piano construct-
ion. Because of this supremacy, they
were nble at the close of the war te
equal the porfermance of ether Nations

In the air with their inferior engines.

It is known here that the Germans
re maintaining u. steady pressure en

the Allies for a modification-o- f the
Imposed by the Versailles

Treaty, undtr which the German Gov-
ernment Is prohibited from manufact-
uring power -- propelled planes. The
efforts of the Germans te get out from
under these Iren-cla- d restrictions, it is
declared hern, is evidence of their own
conviction that gliders nre playthings
U compared with power planes.

Among the Philadelphia speakers at

the conference were Jeseph Ij. Klin,
assistant United States District At-
torney; Harry Pljitewsky, assistant
City Solicitor; Jeseph W. Salus and
Jeseph Hcrlmch, secretary of the dis-

trict grand ledge. Other speakers were
Merris Schaffncr, district grand presi-
dent, of Eric, Pa., and Habbl Israel
Klein, field organizer.

Asserting "between eight nnd ten
million .lews of Uurepe had been set
back for n generation by the World
War nnd its effects," Mr. Kun urged
the B'Nnl B'Hith te "extend a helping
hnntl te their suffering kinsfolk across
the ocean."
